Washington, D. C., May 29.—[Special.}— 

The United States Supreme court today de- 
clared the American Tobacco company, com 
monly calied the tobacco trust, is an unijaw- 
ful combination in restraint of trade and an 
attempt to monopolize the manufacture and 
sale of tobacco. 
Applying the “ rule of reason” laid down 
in the decision of the Standard Oil case two 
weeks ago, the court stamped the tobacce 
trust as a gross example of offense against 
the Sherman anti-trust law and ordered its 
lution within the next six months. 
The lower court is given broad powers of 
enforcing this dissolution. The combination 
ts enjoined from extending its operations in 
any way. The lower court ts empowered to 
extend the six months period to eight months 
if it is found impossible to readjust the 
1 concern’s affairs to the decree in that time. 
But the court is to enforce the dissolution 
within the ultimate limit by enjoining the 
transportation of tobacco or by taking the 
extraordinary course of poets a re- 
ceiver for the trust. £9 


Opens Way to Criminal Cases. 
One of the most sensational results of the 
decision ts the fact that it opens the way 
to a criminal prosecution of men who con- 
ceived and carried out the vast plan to gain 
absolute control of the tobacco business, not 
only in this country but abroad. 

There are twenty-nine of these defendants 
against whom the lower court dismissed the 
proceedings. The Supreme court holds they 
were as much parties to the combine as the 
American Tobacco company and orders them 
reincluded in the proceedings, 

Inasmuch as the court holds the combina- 
tion is a conspiracy of colossal greed, the 
way is opened for the government now te 
move for the criminal indictment of the 
tobacco trust offictals and seek their convic- 
tion and punishment under the clause of the 
Sherman act providing penitentiary terms for 
offenders. A similar agitation for the crim- 
inal prosecution ef the Standard Oil officials 
on the same ground is going on in congresa,

Bank Plot Laid to Perkins. 

Oabkleigh Thorne, president of the Trust 
Company of America, referring today to the 
stories of steel trust affairs, aroused by the 
testimony of John W. Gates at the congres- 
stonal investigation’ on Satyrdey, said that 
George W. erkins, then“A member of -he 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., had issued, at the 
time of the panic in 1907, a statement which 
was misleading and intended to cause a run 
on the trust concern.

The Trust company’s head added that he 
did not know of the attempt on the part of 
the United States Steel corporation to ab- 
sorb the Tennessee Coal and Iron com- 
pany until after the deal had been put 
through and that Morgan himself assured 
him that he knew absolutely nothing of the 
statement of Perkins which causéd the run 
on the Trust Company of America until it 
appeared in print. 

“The Trust Company of America had no 
interest in Tennessee Coa! and Iron what- 
ever, except that it had about $472,000 worth 
of its stock as collateral for loans,’’ the 
banker continued. ‘‘To call the sale a 
squeeze is perhaps bad English, but it was 
elearly forced.”’

GOVERNOR SIGNS MANY BILLS. 


Deneen Gives Approval to Measures 
Which Passed State Legislature 
During the Last Session. 


Springfield, Ill., May 20.—[Special.]—Among 
the bills approved today by Gov. Deneen 
were: 

House bill No. 262—Prevents‘use of intoxicants 
on train or in or about railroad stations. Penalty, 
$25 to $100 fine, or thirty to 100 day jail sentence. 

House bill No. 9—Gives to the estate board of 
administration the right of eminent domain to con- 
demn property. 

House bill 531—Authorizes municipalities ta levy 
an annual street and bridge tax not to exceed 36 
cents on the $100. An additional street and bridge 
tax of 25 cents on the $100 may be levied if agreed 
to by three-fourths of the members of the city 
council or board of trustees. 

House bill No. 42—Amends the act which re- 
quires officers to publish annual statements of 
public funds in their hands so as to compel such 
publication within thirty days after the close of 
each fiscal year. 

Senate bill 444—Places Chicago city oi] inspec- 
tor on a salfiry basis not to exceed $5,000 a year, 
and compels him to turn over fees to the city 
treasurer. 

House bill 472—Provides for the appointment of a 
curator of the State Historical Library and Natural 
History museum. 

Senate bill 18—Chicago Municipal court act. 
Makes petit larceny a misdemeanor instead of a 
crime. 

Senate bill 235—Amending the act regulating 
the practice of medicine so as to allow applicants 
who are not graduates of a medical school to prac- 
tice medicine and surgery in an approyed hospital 
for eighteen months, when such applicant shall 
be given permianent license withour further exam- 
ination, provided his college issues him a diploma.

Summary of the Decision. 

The decision of the court may be summea- 
rized as follows: 

The tobacco trust is a gigantic combina- 
tion in restraint of trade and an attempt 
to monopolize the tobacco business at 
home and abroad in violation of the first 
and second sections.of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

The organization was formed with the 
express purpose of getting control of all 
the business and the object was achieved 
by methods displaying extraordinary cun- 
ning and ruthiessness. | 

‘The trust constitutes a tremendous 
financial and industrial crime, the 
heinousness of which was fully known 
to its directing minds at all times. 

“Phe parties to the illegal combination 
include not only the American Tobacco 
company and its allied concerns, but the 
twenty-nine tmdividua§ defendants, the 
United Cigars Stores company and the 

' two Brittsh companies, all of which par- 
ties were exempted by the lower court in 
the decree. 

The whole compination must be dis- 
@olved within six months, or eight months 
at the latest, and the Circuit court is 
empowered to enforce this order by en- 
joining shipments of tobacco or by ap- 
pointing a receiver for the trust. 

The interpretation that the anti-trust 
act refers to “‘ unreasonable” restraint 
of trade does not narrow the statute, but 
broadens it so as to include restraints 
Ahat are neither contracts nor combina- 


Under this broadened construction, sup- 

piled by the “ rule of reasen,”’ the purchase 
outright of subsidiary companies by the 
tobacco trust was a réstraint of trade 
quite as much as any contracts and com- 
bination by which other restraints were 
accomplished. —

‘ As we shall hawe occasion hereafter, in 
referring to matters beyond dispute, to set 
forth the main facts reliéd upon by the. 
United. States as giving rise to the cause 
of action alleged against all of the defend- 
arts, it suffices at this moment to say that 
the bill averred the origin and the nature 
of the American Tobacco company and the 
origin and nature of all the other defendant 
corporations, whether accessory or subsid- 
iary, and the connection of the individual 
defendants with such corporations. 

"In effect, the bill charged that the indi- 
vidual defendants and the defendant corpo- 
rations were engaged in a conspiracy in 
restraint of interstate and foreign trade in 
tobacco and the products of tobacco, and con- 
stituted a combination in restraint of such 
trade, in violation of the act, and also were 
attempting to monopolize and were actually 
a monopolization of such trade, in violation 
of the second section. In support of these 
charges general averments were made in 
the bill as to the wrongful purpose and in- 


which, it is alleged, brought about the alleged 
wrongful result. 


Answers of the Defendants, 

‘As to the answers, it suffices to say that. 
all the individual and corporate defendants 
other than the foreign corporations denied 
the charges of wrongdoing and illegal com- 
bination d the corporate defendants in 
particular ‘in adcition averred their right 
under state charters, by virtue of which they 
existed, to own and poksess the property 
which they held, and further averred they 
were engaged in manufacturing and that 
any combination amongst them related only 
to that subject, and therefore was not within - 
the anti-trust act. The two foreign corpora- 
tions asserted the validity of their corporate 
‘organization and of the assailed agreements, 
and denied any participation in the alleged 
wrongful combination. 

‘After the taking of much testimony be- 
fore a special examiner, the case was heard 
before a court consisting of four judges, con- 
stituted under the expediting act of Feb. 11, 
1908. In deciding the case in favor of the 
government each of the four judges delivered 
an opinion. (164 Fed. 700.) A fina) decree 
was entered on Dec. 15, 1908, The petition 
was dismissed as to the English corporation. 
three of the subsidiary corporations, the 
United Cigar Stores company, and all the 
ingiividual defendants. 


Decree of Lower Court. 

“It was decreed that the defendants other 
than those against whom the petition was dis- 
missed had theretofore entered into and 
‘were parties to combinations in restraint 
of trade, etc., in violation of the anti-trust 
act, and said defendants and each of them. 
their officers, agents, etc., were restrained 
and enjoined ‘from directly or indirectly 
doing any act or thing whatsoever in fur- 
therance of the objects and purposes of sai¢ 
combinations and from continuing as parties 
thereto.’ | | 

“It specifically found thet each of the 
defendants, ‘the American Tobacco com- 
pany, American Snuff company, American 
Cigar company, American Stogie company, 
and MacAndrews & Forbes company co 
tutes and is itself a combination in yiola- 
tion of the said act of congress.’ | 

“The corporation thus named, their omi- 
cers, etc., were next restrained and enjoined 
‘from further directly or indirectly 
ing in Interstate or foreign trade and : 
merce in leaf tobacco or the products manu- 
factured therefrom or articles necessary er

holders of the corporation issuing the same 
and from exercising or attempting to exer‘

“*And it is further ordered and decreed 
that each and every one of the defendant 
corporations, the stock of which is held by 
amy other defendant corporation as herein- 
before shown, their officers, directors, serv- 
ants, and agents, be and they are hereby 
respectively and collectively restrained arid 
enjoined from permitting the stock so held 
to be voted by any other defendant holding

Costs Against Defendants. 
“ Judgment for costs was given in favor of 
petitioner and against the defendants 
as to whom thé petition had not been dis- 
missed except the R. P. Richardson Jr. & Co.,

‘‘The decree also contained a provision 
that the defendants or any of them should 
not be prevented ‘ from the institution, prose- 
cution, or defense of any suit, action, or pro- 
ceeding to prevent or restrain the {nfringe- 
ment of a trade mark used in interstate com- 
merce or otherwise assert or defend a claim 
to any property or rights.’ A | 
“In the event of a taking of an appeal to 
this court the decree provided that the in- 
junction which it directed ‘shall; be sus- 
pended during the pendency of such appeal.’

Complaint of Defendants. 

“The defendants by their assignments of 
error, complain because the petition was not 
dismissed as to all all and more'specially (a) 
because they were adjudged parties to a 
combination in restraint of interstate and 
foreign commerce and enjoined accordingly, 
(b) because certain defendant corporations 
holding shares in others were enjoined from 
voting them or exercising control ower the 
issuing company, and the latter from per- 
mitting this, and (c) because the American 
Tobacco company, American Snuff company, 
American Cigar company, American Stogie 
company, and the MacAndrews & Forbes 
company were adjudged unlawful combine- 
tions and restrained from engaging in inter- 
state and foreign commerce. 

“The elaborate arguments made by both

Three Subjects for In 
-" We shall divide our investigation of the 
cese into three subjects: First, 
‘puted facts; second, the mean 
anti-trust law and its applica 


sions of fact deductable from the proof; 
third, the remedies to be applied. _ 

* First—Undisputed facts: The matters to 
ba considered under this heading, we think, 
can best be made clear by stating the merest 
gutiine of the condition of the tobacco in- 
dustry prior toywhat is asserted to have been 
the initial movement in the combination 
which the suit assails; and, in the light so 
afforded, to briefly recite the history of the 
assailed acts and contracts, we shall divide 
the subject into two periods: (a) The one 
from the time of the organization of the 
first or old American Tobacco company to 
the organization of the Continental Tobacco 
company, and (b) from the date of such or- 
ganization to the filing of the bill in this case. 


Summarizes General Facts, 
“Summarizing in the broadest way the 
ecnditions which obtained prior to 1800, as to 
» the production, manufacture, and distribu- 
tion of tobacco, the following general facts 

are adequate to porrray the situation: 
“Tobacco was grown in many sections of 
the country having diversity of soil and 
climate, and therefore was subject to various 
vicissitudes resulting from the places of pro- 
@uction, and consequently varied in quality. 
“The great diversity of use to which to- 
bacco was applied in manufacturing caused 
it to be that there wasa demand for all the 


ties was not local, but widespread, exténding. 
as well to domestic as to foreign trade, and 
therefore all the products were marketed 
wnder competitive conditions of a peculiarly 
acavantageous nature, 


Many Engaged in Manufacture. 
country in various forms was successfully 


scattered throughout the country, a larger 
number, perhaps, of the manufacturers being 
in the vicinage of production and others 
being advantageously situated in or near 
the principal markets of distribution. 

“ Before January, 1890, five distinct con- 
cerns—Allen & Ginter, with a factory at 
Richmond, Va.; W. Duke, Son@®& Co., with 
factories at Durham, N. C., and New York 
City; the Kinney Tobacco company, with a 
factory at New York City; W. 8S. Kimball 
& Co., with a factory at Rochester, N. Y.; 
and Goodwin & Co., witha factory at Brook- 
lyn, 
sold in the United States and abroad 95 per 
centg of all the domestic cigaret and less 
than 8 per cent of the smoking tobacco pro- 
duced in the United States. 

“There i¢ no doubt that these factories 
were competitors in the purchase of the 
raw product Which they manufactured and 
in the distribution and sale of the manufac- 
tured products. 


Competition Fierce and é£bnormal. 

“Indeed, it is shown that prior to 1890 
not only normal and ordinary competition 
existed between the factories in question, 
but the competition was fierce and abnor- 
mal. In January, 1890, having agreed upon 
a, capital»stock of $25,000,000, all to be di- 
vided amongst them, and on who should be 
directors, the concerns referred to organized 
the American Tobacco company in New Jer~- 
sey, ‘for trading and manufacturing,’ with 
broad powers, and conveyed to it the assets 
and business, including good will and right 
to use the names of the old concerns; and 
thereafter this corporation earried on the 
business of all. . 

“The $25,000,000 of stock of the Tobacco 
company was allotted to the charter mem- 
bers as follows: Allen & Ginter, $3,000,000 
preferred, $4,500,000 common stock; W. 
Duke, Sons & Co., $3,000,000 preferred, 
$4,500,000 common; Kinney Tobacco com 
pany, $2,000,000 preferred, §3.000,000 com- 
mon; W. 8. Kimball & Co., $1,000,000 pre- 
ferred, $1,500,000 common; and Goodwin & 
Co., $1,000,000 preferred and $1,500,000 com< 
mon. ‘ 


4 Overvaluation Oharged. 

“There is a charge that the valuation at 
which the respective properties were capi- 
talized in the new corporation was enormous- 
ly in excess of their actual value. We, how- 
ever, put that subject aside since we propose 
only to deal with facts which are now in con- 
troversy. 

“Shortly after the formation of the new 
corporation the Goodwin & Co. factory was 
cloged, and the directors ordered ‘that the 
manufacture of all tobacco cigarets be con- 
centrated at Richmond.’

Whitlock of Richmond, Va., who was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of cheroots and 
cigars, and with the exclusive right to use 
the name of Whitlock. The consideration for 
this purckase "was $800,000, and Whitlock 
agreed to become an empioyé of the Ameri- 
¢an Tobacco company for a number of years 
and not to engage for twenty years in the to- 
bacco business. 

“In the month of April the American To- 
bacco company also acquired the business of 
Marburg Bros., a well known firm located at 
Baltimore, Md., and engaged in the manu- 
facture and distribution of tob&cco, princ- 
ipally smoking and snuff. The consideration 
was a cash payment of $164,637, and stock to 
the amount of $3,075,000. The members of 
the firm also conveyed the right ta the use 
of the firm name and agreed not to enzgag= in 
the tobacco business for a lengthy period. 


Combination Gets Gail & Ax. 


“ Again, in the same month, the American | 


Tobacco company bought out a tobacco firm 
of old standing, also located in Baltimore, 
as G. W. Gall & Ax, engaged principally 
in manufacturing and selling smoking to- 
bacco, buying with the business the excly- 
sive right to use the name of the firm or the 
partners, and the members of the firm agreed 
not to engage in the tobacco business for 
a specified period. The consideration for 
this purchase was $77,582.66 in cash and 
stock to the amount of $1,760,000, The 
plant was abandoned soon after. 

“The result of these purchases was mani- 
fested at once in the product of the com- 
pany for the year 1891, as will appear from 
a note in the margin,

“It will be seen as t@ the cheroots, smoking 
tobacoo, fine cut tobacco, enuff and Plug 
tobacco, the company had become a factor 
in all branches of the tobacco industry. Re- 
ferring to the occurrences of the year 1891 
as in all respects typical of the occurrences 
which took place in all the other years of 
the first period—that is, during the years 1R92 
1898, 1804, 1895, 1806, $897, and 1698—we con, 
tent ourselves with saying it is undisputed 
that between February, 1891, and October 
1898, including the purchases which we have 
specifically referred to, the Amer ican To- 
bacco company acquired fifteen going to- 
bacco concerns doing business in the statesoft

’ Spreads Out in Plug Tobacco. 
“The corporations which were combined 
for the purpose of forming the To- 
bacco company produced 4 very small por- 
tion of plug tobacco.

* We say this because in 1808, in connec- 
tion with several leading plug manufactur- 
ers the American Tobacco company organ- 
ized a New Jerey corporation styled - the 
Continental Tobacco company for trading 
and manufacturing with a capital of $75,- 
000,000, afterwards increased to $100,000,000, 


Takes in Five Picnts, 

“The new company issued its stock and 
took transferg to the plante, assets and 
business of five large and succéssful com- 
peting plug manufacturers, as follows;

Tobacco company, receiving as consideration 
$30,274,200 of Stock (one-half, common and 
one-half preferred), $300,000 cash, and’ an 
a@ditional sum for losses sustained in the 
plug business during 1898, $840,035. Mr, Duke, 
the president of the American Tobacco 
company, also became president of the Con- 
tinental company. 

‘Under the preliminary agreement, which 
was made looking to the formation of the 
Contipental Tobacco company, that com- 
pany acquired from the holders a!l the $3,000, - 
OOO of common stock of the P. Lorillard 
company in exchange for $6,000,000 of its

“As the facts just stated bring us to the 
em of the first period which at the outset 
we stated ithwas our purpose to review, it is 
well briefly to point out the increase in thre 
power and control of the American Tobacco 
company and the extension of its activities 
to all forms of tobacco products which had 
been accomplished just prior to the organiza- 
tion of the Continental Tobacco company. 

‘‘ Nothing could show it more clearly than 
the following: 

‘‘ At the end of the time, the company was 


, manufacturing 86 per cent or thereabouts 


of all the cigarets produced in the United 
States, above 26 per cent of all the smoking 
tobacco, more than 22 per cent of all plug 
tobacco, 51 per cent of all little cigars, 6 per 


cent each of all snuff and fine cut tobacco, 
and over 2 per cent of all cigars and cheroots. 


Second Period of Combination. 

“A prief reference to the occurrences of 
the second period, that is, from and after 
the organization of the Continental Tobacco 
company up to the time of the bringing of 
this suit, will serve to Ynake evident that 
the transactions tn their essence had all the 
characteristics of the occurrences of the first 
period. : 

‘In the year 189), and-thereafter. either 
the American or Continental companies, for 
cash or stock, at an aggregate cost of $4a- 
000,000, bought and closed up some thirty 
competing eqrporations and partnerships 
theretofore engaged in interstate and foreign 
commerce as manufacturers, sellers, and dis- 
tributers of tobacco and related commodi- 
ties, the interested parties covenanting not- 
to engage in the business. 

“ Likewise, the two corporations acquired 
for cash, by issuing stock and otherwise, con- 
trol of many competing corporations, now 


| going concerns with plants in various states, 


Cuba and Porto Rico, which manufactured, 
bought, sold, anddistributed tobacco products 
or related articles thnoughout the Unttea 
States and foreign countries, and took from 
the parties in interest covenants not to en- 
gage tn the tobacco business. 


Operation Before 1904 Merger. 

“The plants thus acquired were operated 
until the merger in 1904, to which we shal! 
hereafter refer, as a part of the general sy»s- 
tern of the American Continental companies. 
The power resulting from and the purpose 
of these acquisitions by the compantes jnat 
referred to, however, may not be measured 
by coneidering alone the business of the 
company directly acquired, since some of 
those companies were made the vehictes as 
represemting the American or Continenta! 
company for acquiring and holding the stock 
of other competing companies, thus amplify- 
ing the power resulting from the acquis:- 
tions directly made by the American or Con- 
tinental company, without ostensibly doing 
80. 
“Tt is, besides, undisputed that tn many in- 
stances the acquired corporations, with the 
subsidy companies over which they had con- 
trol through stock ownership, were carried 
on ostensibly as independent oconcerne dis- 
connnected from either the American or the 
Continental company, although they were 
controlled and owned by one or the other of 
these companies. Without going into details 
on these subjects, for the sake of brevity, we 
append in the margin a statement of the 
corporations thus acquired, with the mention 
of the competing concerns such corporations 
acquired.

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JUSTICE HARLAN’S 0 


RAL DISSENTING OPINION IN TOBACCO TRUST CASE. | 


ASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—Asso- 
clate Justice Harlan delivered a 
vigorous dissent today to part of the 
decision of the Supreme court of 
the United States in the tobacco 
case, although he agreed the American 
Tobacco company and its accessory and sub- 
sidiary corporations were members of an 
unlawful combination in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. | 

His dissent as expressed from the bench 
centered around two points. First, he took 
issue with the court for sending the case 
back to the lower court. | 

“I have found nothing tm the record,” he 
said, “which makes me at ali anxious to 
prepetuate any mew combination among 
these companies which the court concedes 
had at all times exhibited a conscious wrong 
doing.”’ 

In the second place, he reiterated the ob- 
jectiong he expressed in the Standard Oi! 
decision of two weeks ago to the adoption of 
the “rule of reason” as a standard’ for 
ascertaining what restraints of trade violate 
the Sherman anti-trust law. “

These points were made by Justice Harlan 
in dissenting from the bench: Ree 

“I concur with some things said in the 
opinion just delivered for the court, but some 
observations are made in the opinion from 
which I am compelled to withhold my assent. 
What I have now to say must_necessarily 
be oral, for the court’s opinion was not de- 
livered to me until late Saturday evening, 
and it has been impossible for me since then 
to put in writing the views which I deem it 
necessary to express. | 

“I do not refer to this by way of complaint, 
for the delay in delivering to me a copy of. 


ne 


the opinion of the court has no doubt been 
unavoidable. I will hereafter prepare and 
file a written opinion expressipg my views 
fully, Nt DS 

“I agree with the court in hélding that the 
principal defendant, the American Tobacco 
company, and its accessory and subsidiary 
corporations and companies, including the 
defendant English corporations, are cotper- 
ators in a combination which ‘in and of it- 
self’ as well as each and all of the elements 
composing it, whether corporate or indi- 
vidual, whether considered collectively or 
separately, are illegal under the antt-trust 
act of 1800, and should be decreed to be in 
restraint of interstate trade and an attempt 
to monopolize and a monopdolization of part 
of such trade,

“The evidence in the record is, I think, 
abundant to enable the court to render a 
decree containing all necessary details that 
will effectually suppress the evils of the com- 
bination in question. But the court sends the 
case back with directions to further hear 
the parties so as to ascertain whether a 
new condition cannot be recreated in harmony 
with the law. I have found nothing in the 
record which makes me at all anxious to 
perpetuate any new combination among these 
companies which the court concedes had at all 
times exhibited a conscious wrongdoing. 

“ The court says, ‘the history of the com- 
bination is so replete with the doing of acts 
which it was the obvious purpose of the 
statute to forbid, so demonstrative of the 
existence from the beginning of a purpose 
to acquire dominion and control of the to- 
bacoo trade, but by nfethoas devised in 
order to monopolize the trade by driving com- 


petitors out of business, which were ruth- 
lessly carried out upon the assumption that 
,to work upon the fears or play upon the 
cupidity of competitors would make success 
possible.’

“T will not now say what in my opinion 
should be the form of the decree,nor speculate 
as to what the details ought to ba It wiD 
be time enough to speak on that gubject 

~when we have the décree before us. I will, 
howéver, say now that in my opinéon the 
decree below should be affirmed as to the 
tobacco company and its accessory and sub- 
sidjiary companies; and reversed on the po 
appeal of the government. 

“ But my objections have particular refer- 
ence to those parte of the court's opinion 
which reaffirm what it said recently in the 
Standard Oil case about the former decisions 
of this court touching the anti-trust act. 
We are reminded again, as we were in the 
Standard Oil case, of the necessity to‘appyy 
the ‘rule of reason’ in the construction of 
the act of congress, which is, I think, ex- 
Pressed in language so clear anti simple that 
there is no room whatever for construction. 
Congress, with full and exclusive power over 
the whole subject, has signified its purpose 
to forbid every restraint of interstate trade, 
in whatever form, or to whatever extent, but 
the court has assumed to insert in the act, 
by construction merely, words which make 
congress say that 't means only to prohibit 
‘undue’ restraint of trade. 

— 

“If I do not misapprehend the opinion just 
delivered, the court says that what was said 
in the opinion in the Standard Oil case was tn 
accordance with our previous decisions in the 


transmissour! and joint traffic cases, if we 
‘resort to reason.’ This statement surprises 
me quite as much as would a statement that 
black was white, or white was black. 

It.{s scarcely just for the court at this late 
day to say or intimate that Justice Peckham 
and his colleagues, who agreed with him, 
interpreted the act of congress without re- 
gard to the ‘rule of reason,’ or to assume 
that the act was, for the first time in the 
Standard Oil case, interpreted in the ‘ light of 
reason.’ 

“ The ‘rule of reason,’ I am sure, does not 
justify the perversion of the plain words of 
an act of congress in order to defeat the will 
of congress. 

“ By every concetvable form of expression, 
Justice Peckham and his associates in the 
transmissouri and joint traffic cases said the 
act of congress did not allow restraint of in- 
terstate trade to any extent or in any form, 
and three times distinctly rejected the théory 
persistently advanced that the act should be 
construed as if it had in it the word ‘ unrea- 
sonable’ or ‘ undue.’ 

- 

“But now the court, in accordance with 
what ft denominates the ‘ rule of reason,’ in 
effect, inserts fn the act the word ‘ undue’ 
and makes congress say what it did not say, 
what it plainly did not intend to say, and 
what since the passage of the act it has ex- 
plicitly refused to say. 

“It has steadily refused to amend the act 
so as to allow a restraint of interstate com- 
merce that was ‘reasonable’ or ‘due’ In 
short, the court now, by judicial legislation in 
effect amends an act of congress, relating to 
@ subject over which that departmént of the 
government has exclusive cognizance. With- 


« 


olt intending, in the slightest degree, to un- 
derrate ability of my brethren, I beg to 
say that in my judgment Justice Peckham 
and his associates in the former cases were 
guided by the ‘rule of reason,’ and knew 
quite as well as others what the rules of rea- 
son required when the court sought to ascer- 
tain the will of congress, 
~~ 
“They did not grope about in darkness, 
- but im discharging the solemn duty put on 
them by the constitution they stood out, 
with minds unmysttfied, in the full glare of 
the ‘light of reasom and felt and said 
time and again that the court could not, and 
ought not, under the constitution, to hsurp 
the functions of congress, by tndulging in 
judicial legislation. 

“They said that to insert by construction. 
the word ‘ unreasonable’ or ‘ undue’ in.the 
act of congress would be judicial legisia- 
tion. Let me say also that as we all agree 
that the combination in question wag’ ille- 
gal under any construction of the anti-trust 
act, whether it contained a prohibition of 
interstate trade that was due or undue, or 
the word reasonable or unreasonable, there 
was not the the slightest necessity to enter 
upon an argument to show that the act of 
congress wae to read as if it contained the 
word ‘unreasonable’ or ‘undue.’ All that 
the court says on the subject is, I submit, 
obiter, dicta, pure and simple. 

“These views are fully discussed im the 
opinion delivered by me in the Standard Oi) 
case, and I will not repeat what is therein 
stated, but simply refer to that opinion as 
containing a full statement of my views of 
this particular question. 

“For the reasons stated, I concur in part 
with the court's opinion and disseit in part.” 
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tobacco trade through the acquisition of a 
gontrolling Interest in the stock of what is 
known as the United States Cigar Stores 
company, as well as to some other subjects, 
which for the sake of brevity we likewise 
pass over, in order to come at once to a state- 
ment concerning the foreign companies, 

“The English ipanies: 

“In September, 1901, the American To- 
wacoo company purchased for $5,347,000 a 
Liverpool (England) corporation, known as 
Ogdens limited, there engaged in manvufac- 
turing and distributing tobacco products. A 
trade conflict which at once ensued caused 
.many of the English manufacturers to com- 


perial Tobacco company of Great Britain 
and Ireland, capital $75,000,000, afterwards 
increased to $90,000,000. The trade war was 
continued between this corporation and the 
American Tobacco company, with a result 
mibstantially identical with that which had 
hitherto, as we have seen, arisen from such 
a situation. Mr : 


Agreement with Imperial Concern, | 
‘‘In September, 1902, the Imperial and the 
American companies entered into contracts 
(executed in England) stipulating that the 
former should limit its business to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, except purchasing leaf in the 
United States (it buys 54,000,000 pounds an- 
nually), that the American companies should 
limit their business to the United States, it 
dependencies, and Cuba, and that the British- 
American Tobacco company with capital of 
£6,000,000 sterling apportioned between them 
should be organized, take over the export 
business of both, and operate in other coun- 
tries, ete. This arrangement was imme- 
diately put into effect and has been observed. 
“The Imperial company holds one-third 
and the American company two-thirds of the 
capital stock of the Brittsh-American To- 
bacco company, limited. Thelatter company 
maintains a branch office m New York City 
and the vice president of the American To- 
bacco company ts a principal officer. This 
company uses large quantities of domestic 
leaf, partly exported to various plants abroad, 
and about half manufactured here, and then 
exported. 


Buys Through American Company. 

“By agreement ali this is purchased 
through the American Tobacco company. In 
addition to many plants abroad it has ware- 
houses in various states,and plants at Peters- 
burg, Va., and Durham, N. C., where to- 
bacco is manufactured and then exported. 

“The purchase of necessary leaf tobacco 
in the United States by the Imperia} com- 
pany is now made through a resident general 
agent and is exported as a part of foreign 
commerce. 

“Not to break the continuity of the nar- 
rative of facts, we have omitted in the proper 
chronological order to state the facts relative 
to what was known as the Consolidated To- 
bacco company. We now particularly refer 
to thet subject. 


History of Consolidated. 

“The Consolidated Tobacco company: 

“In June, 1901, parties largely interested 
in the American and Continental companies 
caused the incorporation in New Jersey of 
the Consolidated Tobacco company, capital 
$30,000,000 (afterward $40,000,000), with 
proad powers and perpetual existence, to do 
business throughout the world, and to guar- 
artee securities of other companies, etc. A 
majority of Shares was taken by a few tm- 
dividuals connected with the old concerns: 
A. N. Brady, J. B. Duke, A| H. Payne, 
Thomas Ryan, W. C. Whitney, and P. A. B. 

“4 . 
er Duke, president of both the old 
companies, became president of the Con- 
eolidated. Largely in exchange for bonds, 
the new company acquired substantially all 
the shares of common stock of the old ones. 
Ite business of holding and financing was 
continued until 1904, when, with the Ameri- 
can and Continental companies, it was 
merged into the present American Tobacco 
company. | 

) Merger in New Jersey. 

“By proceedings in New Jersey, October, 
1904, the [old] American Tobacco company, 
Continental Tobacco company, end Consoll- 
dated Tobacco company were merged into one, 
corporation, under the name of the America 
Tobacco company, the principal defendant 
here. The merged company, with perpetual 
existence, was capitalized at $180,000,000 
rgs0,600,000 preferred, ordinarily without 
power to vote]. : 

“The powers conferred by the charter are 
stated to buy, manufacture, sell, and other- 
wise deal in tobacco and the products of to- 
paeco in any and all forms; to guar- 
antee dividends on any shares of the capital 
stock of any corporation in which said 
merged corporation has an interest as stock- 
nolder; to carry on any business op- 
erations deemed by such merged corporation 
to be necessary or advisablesin connection 
with any of the objects of its incorporation 
or ip furtherance of any thereof, or tending 
to increase the value of its property or stock; 
_ . , to conduct business in all other states, 
territories, possessions, and dependencies of 
the United States of America and in all for- 
eign countries; . . . to purchase or other- 
wise acquire, and hold, sell, assign, transfer, 
mortgage, pledge, or otherwise dispose of 
the shares of the capital stock or of any 
bonds, securities, or otherwise dispose of. 
securities or other evidences of indebtedness 
created by any) other tion or cor- 
porations of this or any other state of gov- 
ernment, and to issue its ‘Obligations on 
payment or exchange | > 
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“ Prior to the merger, the Cor ed Tp- 
bacco company, a majority of whose $40,- 
000,000 share capita) was held by J. B. 
Thomas F. Ryan, William C, Whitney, A! 
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thony N. Brady, P. A. B. ener and Oliver 


. rican Tobacco company into the retail) | 
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“defendants, even when divested of their 


. and power t® combinations, but whose power 
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nearly all common shares of both olf Ameri- 
can and Continental companies, and thereby 
the control The preferred ¢hares, however, 
were held by many individuals. 

“Through the method of distribution of 
the stock of the new company in exchange 
for shares in the old American and in the 
‘Continental company, it resulted that the 
same six men in control ofithe combination 
through the Consolidated Tobacco company 
continued that control by ownership of stock 
in the merged or new American Tobacco 
company. 

“The assets, property, é@tc., of the old 
company passed to the American Tobacco 
company (merged), which has since carried 
on the business. The record indisputably 
discloses that, after this merger, the sasne 
methods which were used from the beginning 
continued to be employed. Thus, it is be- 
yond dispute: First, that since the organiza- 
tion of the new American Tobacco company 
that company has acquirefi four large to- 
bacco concerns, that restrictive covenants 
against engaging in the tobacco business 
were taken from the sellers, and that the 
plants were not continued in operation, but 
were ‘at once abandoned. Second, that the 
new company has acquired) control of eight 
additional concerns, the business of such oon- 
cerns being now carried on by four separate 
corporations, all absolutely controlled by the 
American Tobacco company, although the 
connection as to two of these companies with 
that corporation was long, and persistently 
denies. 


Construction of Trust Law. 

“Thus reaching the end jof the second pe- 
riod and coming to the timeiof the bringing of 
the suit, brevity prevents us from stopping 
to portray the difference b the condi- 
tion in 1890, when the (old) American To- 
bacco company was organiged by the consolli- 
dation of five competing cigaret concerns, and 
that which existed at the commencement of 
the suit. 

“The situation and the yast power which 
the principal and accessary corporate de- 
fendants and the small number of individuals 
who own a majority of the common stock of 
the New American Tobacto company exert 
over the marketing of tobacco as a raw prod- 
uct, its manufacture, its) marketing when 
manufactured, and its ¢onsequent moye- 
ment fn the chanfiels of interstate commerce, 
indeed, relatively, over foreign commerce 
and the commerce of the whole world, in 
the raw manufactured products, stand out 
in such bold relief from the undisputed facts 
which haye been stated| as to lead us to 
pass at once to the second fundamental 
proposition which we are required to con- 
sider. : 

“That is the construction of the anti-trust 
act, and the application df the act as rightly 
construed to the situation as proven in con- 
sequence of having determined the ultimate 
and final inferences properly deducible from 


the undisputed facts which we have stated. 
i 


Scope of Law |Extended. 

“Tr the anti-trust law! is applicable to the 
entire situation here presented and is ade- 
quate to afford complete relief for the evils 
which the United States insists that situa- 
tion presents, it can only be because that law 
will be given a more comprehensive applica- 
tion than has been affixed to it in any previ- 
ous decision. 

“This will be the case, because the undis- 
puted facts, as we have stated them, in- 
volve questions as to the operation of the 
anti-trust law not hitherto presented in any 
case. Thus, even if the ownership of stock 
by the American Tobacco cOmpany in the ac- 
cessory and subsidiary companies and the 
ownership of stock in any of those companies 
among themselves were held; as was decided 
in the Standard Oil company case, to be a 
violation of the act and all relations resulting 
from such stock ownership were therefore 
set aside the question would yet remain 
whether the principal defendant, the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company, and the five accessory 
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stock ownership in other corporations by 
virtue of the power which they would con- 
tinue to possess, even although thus stripped, 
would amount to a violation of both the first 
and second sections of the act. 


“ Ramifications of the Question. 

“ Again, if it were held that the corpora- 
tion, the existence whereof was due to a 
combination between such companies and 
other companies, was a violation of the act, 
the question would remain whether such of 
the companies as did not owe their existence 


alone arose from the exercise of the right to 
acquire and own property, would be amenable 
to the prohibitions of the act. Yet further: 

“ Even if this proposition was held inthe 
affirmative, the question would remain 
whether the principal defendant, the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company, when stripped of its 
stock ownership, would be in and of itself 
within the prohibitions of the act, although 
that company was organized and took being 
before the anti-trust act was passed. 

“Still further, the question would yet re- 
main whether particular, corporations which, 
when bereft of the power which they pos- 
sessed as resulting from stock ownership, 
‘although they were not inherently possessed 
of a sufficient residuum of power to cause | 
them to be, in and of themselves, either a | 
restraint of trade or a monopolization or an 
attempt to monopolize, should nevertheless 
be restrained because of their intimate con- 
nection and association with other«orpora- 
tione found to be within the prohibitions of 

“The necessity of relief as to all these 
aspects, we think, seemed to the government 
so essential, and the difficulty of giving to 
the act such a comprehensive and coherent 
construction as would be adequate to en- 
able it to meet the entire situation led to what 
appears to us to be in their essence a resort 


conflict i» presented by the-views ef the act 
taken by the defendants when their conten- 
tions are accurately tested, 

“ Thus the government, for the purpose of 
fixing the illegal character of the original 
combination which organized the old Amer- 
ican Tobacco company, asserts that the {l- 
legal character of the combination Is plainly 
shown because the combination was brought 
} about to stay the progress of a flagrant and 
ruinous trade war. 

‘In other words, the contention is that ap 
the act forbids every contract and combina- 
tion, hence it prohibits @ reasonable and just 
agreement made for the purpose of ending 
a trade war. 


Peril in Constructive Work. | 

* But as thus construing the act by the 
rule of the letter which kills would neces- 
sarily operate to take out of the reach of 
the act some of the accessory and many sub- 
sidiary corporations the existence of which 
depends not at all on combination, or agree 
ment, or contfact, but apon mere purchases 
of property, it is insisted in many forms 
of argument that the rule of construction to 
be applied must be the spirit and intent of 
the act, and therefore its prohibitions must 
be held to extend to acts, even if not within 
the literal terms of the statute, if they are 
within. its spirit, because done with an In- 
tent to bring about the harmful results which 
it was the purpose of the statute to prohibit. 

“So as to the defendants. While it is ar- 
gued on the one hand that the forms by which 
various properties were acquired, in view of 
the letter of the act, exclude many of the 
assailed transactions from condemnation, it 
is urged that giving to the act the broad con- 
struction which it should rightfully receive, 
whatever may be the form, no condemnation 
should follow, because, looking at the case as 
a whole, every act assailed is shown to have 
been but a legitimate and lawful! result of the 
exertion of honest business methods brought 
into play for the purpose of advancing trade 
instead of with the object of obstructing and 
restraining the same. 


Must Apply Two Rules. 

*“ But the difficulties *which arise from the 
complexity of the particular dealings which 
are heré involved, and the situation which 
they produc®, we think grow out of a plain 
misconception of both letter and spirit of the 
anti-trust act. 

‘* We say of the letter, because while seek- 
ing by a narrow rule of the letter to insure 
things which it is deemed would otherwise 
be excluded, the contention really destroys 
the great purpose of the act, since it renders 
It impossible to apply the law to a multitude 
of wrongful acts which would come within 
the scope of its remedial purposes by resort 
to a reasonable construction, although they 
would not be within its reach bya too narrow 
and unreasonable ddherence to the strict let- 
ter. f 

‘This must be the case unless it be possal- 
ble in reason to say that for the purpose of 
including one class of acts which would not 
otherwise be embraced a literal construction, 
although in conflict with reason must be ap- 
plied, and for the purpose of including other 
acts which would not otherwise be embraced 
a reasonable construction must be resorted 
to. That is to say, two conflicting rules of 
construction must at. one and the same time 
be applied and adhered to 


Cites Decision in Oil Case. 

“The obscurity and resulting difficulty, 
however, is now but an abstraction, because 
it has ceased to be of practical consequence 
in view: of the consideration which, as we 
have said, we have given quite recently tothe 
construction of the anti-trust act in the 
Standard Oil case. In that case it was held, 
in accordance with all previous decisions of 
the court, that as the statute had not de- 
fined the words restraint in trade, it became 
necessary to construe those words, a duty 
which could only be discharged by a resort 
to reason. 

“‘We say the doctrine thus stated was In 
accord with all the previous decisions of 
this court despite the fact that the contrary 
view was sometimes erroneously attributed 
to two prior decisions. [The Trans-Missouri 
Freight association and joint traffic case, 166 
U. 8. 200 and 171 U. 8S. 505.] 

“That such view of those cases was a 
mistaken one was fully pointed out in the 
opinion tn the Standard Ol case, and is ad- 
ditionally shown by a passage in the opinion 
in the last. of the cases. ™ 

“In the last of the freight association 
cases, as follows [171 U. 8. 568]: ‘The act 
of congress must have a reasonable con- 
struction or else there would scarcely. bé an 
agreement or contract among business men 
that could not be said to have, indirectly 
or remotely, some bearing on interstate com- 
merce, and possibly to restrain it.’ 


Applying “Rule of Reason.” 

* Applying the rule of reason to the con- 
gtruction of the statute, it was held in the 
‘Standard Ol! case that as the words * restraint 
of trade at common jaw’ and ‘in the law of 
this country at the time of the adoption of 
the anti-trust’ act only embraced acts or 
contracts, or agreements, or combinations 
which operated the»prejudice of the public 
interests by unduly restricting competition 


or unduly obstructing the due course of trade 


or which unduly tended either because of their 
inherent nature and effect, or because of the 
evident purpose with which the acts, etc., 
were done, to injuriously restrain trade, that 
the words as used in the statute were de- 
sigméd to have and did have but a like sig- 
nificance. ae : 

“It was, therefore, pointed out that while 
the generic enumeration made in the statute 
as to the character of acts from which re 
straint of trade could arise, supplemented by 
the provisions against attempts to monopolize 
or monopolization, were broad enough to 
embrace every poesible act producing the 
prohibited result, that yet the statute did 
not forbid or restrain the power of ths tndi- 


to methods of construction not compatible

to further trade by resorting to ail lawful 
methods, whether by agreement or otherwise, 
to accomplish such purpose. 


Defines “‘Unreasonableness.” 

“In other words, it was held not that that 
which the statute prohibited could be re- 
moved from the control of ite prohibitions by 
a finding that the prohibited act was un- 
reasonable, but it was decided that the duty 
to interpret which Inevitably arose from the 
general character of the language used in 
the statute and the consideration of the 
great public purpose which the statute hed 
im view required that the words ‘ restraint of 
trade’ should not be given a meaning which 
would destroy the individual right to con- 
tract and render difficult if not imposedble 
any movement of trade in the channels of In- 
terstate commerce—the free movement af 
which it was the purpose of the statute to 
secure. 

“After further mature deliberation we 
gee no reason to doubt the correctness of the 
conetruction so given to the act. Indeed, its 
soundness and the necessity for adopting it 
as a means of preventing the frustration of 
the remedial purposes which the act plainly 
contemplated, and which would arise from 
giving to the act a narrow, unreasoning, and 
impossible interpretation, as illustrated by 
the record before us, if possible serves to add 
to the certainty of our conviction ase to the 
correctness of the construction affixed to the 
act in the Standard Oil case and which we 
now in the most unequivoca) terms reéxpress 
and reaffirm. : 


“Restraint of Trade.” 

‘* Coming then to apply to the case before us 
the act as interpreted in the Standard Olland 
previous cases, all the difficulties suggested 
by the mere form in which the assailed trans- 
actions are clothed become of no moment. 


| This follows because, although it was held 


in the Standard Oil case that, giving to the 
statute a reasonable construction, the words 
restraint of trade did not embrace all those 
normal and usual contracts essential to indi- 
vidual freedom and the right to make which 
were necessary in order that the course’ of 
trade might be free, yet, as a result of the 
reasonable construction which was affixed to 
the statute, it was pointed out that the ge- 
neric designation of the first and second sec- 
tions of the law, when taken together, em- 
braced every conceivable act which could 
possibly come within the spirit or purpose of 
the prohibitions of the law without regard to 
the garb in which such acts were clothed. 


Based on Undisputed Facts, 

‘Considering, then, the undisputed facts 
which we have préviously stated, it remains 
only to determine whether they establish 
that the acts, contracts, agreements, com- 
binations, etc., which were assailed were of 
such an abnormal and wrongful character 
as to bring them within the prohibitions of 
the law. 

“That they were, in our opinion, so over- 
whelmingly results from the undisputed 
facts that it seems only necessary to refer 
to the facts as we have stated them to 
demonstrate the correctness of this conclu- 
sion. Indeed, the history of the combination 
is so replete with the doing of acts which it 
was the obvious purpoSe of the statute to 
forbid, so demonstrative of the existence 
from the beginning of a purpose to acquire 
dominion and control of the tobacco trade, 
not by the mere exertion of the\ordinary 
right to contract, and to trade, but by meth- 
ode devised in order to monopolize the trade 
by driving competitors out of business, which 
were ruthlessly carried out upon the assump- 
tion that to work upon the fears or play upon 
the cupidity of competitors would make 


success possible. \ 


Conclusions Are Inevitable. 

“We say these conclusions are inevitable, 
not because of the vast amount of property 
aggregated by the combination, not because 
alone of the many corporations which the 
proof shows were united, by resort to one 
device or another. Again, not alone because 
of the dominion and control over the tobacco 
trade, which actually exists, but because we 
think the conclusion of wrongful purpose and 
illegal combination is overwhelmingly estab- 
lished by the following considerations: 

(A). By the facts that, the firet organiza- 
tion or combination was impelled by a pre- 
viously existing flerce trade war, evidently 
inepired by one or more of the minds which 
brought about and became parties to that 
combination. 

“ (B) Because, immediately after that com- 
bination and the increase of capital which 
followed, the acts which ensued justify the 
inference that the intention existed to use 
the power of the combination as a vantage 
ground to further monopolize the trade in 
tobacco by means of trade conflicts de- 
signed to injure others, efther by driving com- 
petitors out of the business or compelling 
them to hecome parties to a combination—a 
purpose whose execution was illustrated by 
the plug war which ensued and its results, 
by the snuff war which followed and Its re- 
sults, and by the conflict which immediately 
followed the entry of the combination in Eng- 
land and the division of the world’s business 
by the two foreign contracts which ensued, 


Conscious Wrongdoing Shown. 

“(C) By the ever present mantfestation 
which is exhibited of a conscious wrong doing 
by the form in which the various transactions 
were embodied from the béginning, ever 
changing but ever in substance the same. 
Now the organization of a new company, 
now the control exerted by the taking of 
stock in one or another or in several so as 
to obecure the result actually obtained, nev- 
ertheless uniform, in their manifestations of 
the purpose to restrain others and io monopo- 
lize and retain power in the hands of the 
few who, it would seem, from the beginning 
contemplated the mastery of the trade which 
practically followed. 

““(D) By the gradual absorption of control 


ever all the elements essential to the success- 


ai 


0 tts, 


ful manufacture of tobacco procucts, and 
placing such control in the hands of seem- 
ingly independent corporations serving as 
perpetual barriers to the entry of others into 
the tobacco trade. 

** (BE) By persistent expenditure of millions 
upon millions of dollars in buying out plants, 
rot for the purpose of utilizing them, but in 
order to close them up and render them use- 
less for the purposes of trade. 


Stipulations in Restraint. 

“ (F)—By the constantly recurring stipu- 
lations, whose legality, isolatedly viewed, we 
are not considering, by which numbers of 
persons, whether manufacturers, stockhold- 
} ers, or employés were required to bind them- 
selves generally for long periods not to com- 
pete in the future, 

“Indeed, when the results of the undis- 
puted proof which we have stated are fully 
apprehended and the wrongful acts which 
they exhibit are considered, there comes in- 
evitably to'the mind the conviction that it 
was the danger which it was deemed would 
arise to individual liberty and the public 
well being from acts like those which this 
record exhibits which led the legislative 
mind to conceive and to enact the anti-trust 
act, considerations which also serve so clear- 
ly to demonstrate that the combination here 
assailed is within the law as to leave no 
doubt that ft is our plain duty to apply its 
prohibitions. 


Concession to Brevity. 

“In stating summarily, as we have done, 
the conclusions which in our opinion are 
plainly deducible from the undisputed facts, 
we have not paused to give the reasons why 
we consider after giving them great consid- 
eration that the elaborate arguments ad- 
vanced to give a different complexion to the 
case are wholly devoid of merit. We do not 
for the sake of brevity, moreover, stop to 
examine and discuss the various propositions 
urged in the argument at bar for the purpose 
of demonstrating that the subject matter of 
the combination which we find to exist and 
the combination itself are not within the 
scope of the anti-trust law, because when 
rightly considered they aremerely matters of 
interstate commerce and therefore subject 
alone to state control. 


Want of Merit in Arguments. 

Ps We have done this because the want of 
merit in all the arguments advanced on such 
subjects is so completely established by the 
prior decisions of this court, as pointed 
oua in the Standard Oj) case, as not to re- 
quire restatement. 

“ Leading, as this does, to the conclusion 
that the assailed combination in all its 
aspects—ahat is to say, whether it be looked 
at from the point of view of stock ownership 
or from the stdndpoint of the principal cor- 
poration and the accessory or subsidiary 
corporations viewed independently, includc- 
ing the foreign corporations insofar as by 
the contracts made by them they became 
codperators in the combination—comes with- 
in the prohibitions of the first and second 
sections of the anti-trust act, it-remains 
onty finally to consider the remedy which 
it is our duty to apply to the situation thus 
found to exist. 


Remedy for the Evil. 

“ Our conclusion being that the combina- 
tion, as a whole, involving all ite eodperating 
or associated parts, In whatever form clothed, 
constituted a restrain of trade within the 
first section and an attempt to monopolize 
or monopolization within the second section 
of the anti-trust, it foNows that the relief 
which we are to afford muat be wider than 
that awarded by the lower courts, since that 
court merely decided that certain of the cor- 
porate defendants constituted combinations 
in violation of the first section of the act, be- 
cause of the fact that they were formed by 
the union of previously competing concerns 
and that the other defendants not dismissed 
from the action were parties to such com- 
binations or promoted their purposes. 

“We, hence, in determibing the relief 
proper to be given, may not model our action 
upon that granted by the court below, but, 
in order to enable us to award relief coter- 
minus with the ultimate redress of the 
wrongs which we find to exist, we must ap- 
proach the subject of relief from an origina! 
point of view. 

“Such subject necessarily takes a two- 
fold aspect—the character of the permanent 
relief required and the nature of tne tem- 
porary relief etsential to be applied pending 
the working out of permanent relief, in the 
event that it be found that it le impossible 
under the situation as it now exists to at 
once rectify such existing wrongful con- 
dition. | 


Influences Which Must Guide. 

“In considering the subject from both of 
these aspects three dominant influences 
must guide our action. 

“1, The duty of giving complete and effica- 
cious effect to the prohibitions of the state. 

** (2) The accomplishing of this result with 
as little injury as possible to the interest of 
the genera] public, 
. “ (8) A proper regard for the vast interests 
of private property which may have become 
vested In many persons as a result of the ac- 
quisition, either by stock ownership or other- 
wise, of interests in the stock or securities of 
the combination without any guilty know!- 
edge or intent, in any way, to become actors 
or participants in the wrongs which we find 
to have inspired and dominated the combina- 
tion from the beginning. | 

“ Mindful of these considerations, and to 
clear the way for their application, we say 
st the outset, without stopping to amplify.

Decree of the Court. 

“Under these circumstances, taking 
mind the complexfty. of the situation in allot > 
its aspects and giving weight to the many 
sided considerations which must control oup 
judgment, we think, so far ag the permanent 
relief to be awarded is concerned, we should 
decree as follows: 

“1. That the combination fn and of ftset, 
as well as each and all of the elements com- 
posing it, whether corporate or individual, 
whether considered collectively or separately, 
be decreed to be in restraint of trade, ané ' 
an attempt to monopolize and a monopolizas |’ 
tion within the first and second sections ef 
the anti-trust act. | 

“2 That the court below, fn order to gtve 
effective force to our decree in this regaré, 
be directed to hear the parties by evidenes 
or otherwise as it may be deemed proper for 
the purpose of ascertaining and determining 
upon some plan or method of dissolving the 
combination and of recreating, out of the 
elements now composing it, a new condition 
which shall be honestly in harmony with 
and not repugnant to the law. 

“8. That, for the accomplishment of these 
purposes, taking into view the difficulty of 
the situation, a period of six months is al- 
lowed from the receipt of our mandate, with 
leave, however, in the event, in the judgment 
of the court below, the necessities of the sit- 
uation require, to extend such period to a furs 
ther time not to exceed sixty days. 


May Appoint a Receiver. 

“4. That in the event that the exptration of 
the period thus fixed, a condition of disinte- 
gration in harmony with the law is not 
brought about, either a# the consequence of 
the action of the court in determining an 
issue on the subject, or in accepting a plaz 
agreed upon, it shall be the duty of the court 
to see to it, either by way of an injunction 
restraining the movement of the products of 
the combination tn the channels of tnterstats 
or foreign commerce, or by the appointmené 
of a receiver to give effect to the require 
ments of the etatute. 

* Pending the bringing about of the result 

just stated each and all of the defendants, - 
individuals ag well as corporations, shounlé . 
be restrained from doing any act which might 
further extend or enlarge the power of the 
com bination by any means or device whateo~ 
ever. 
“In view of the genera! considerations we 
have stated and the influence which further 
action may have upon the power of the court 
to work out a compliance with the law with- 
out unnecessary injury to the public or the 
rights of private property, we do not think . 
that, pending the exercise of the power which 
we here directed the court below to exert, 
any further injury upon the parties will be 
necessary.

AND NOW THE TOBACCO TRUST. 

The men who guessed that the American 
Tobacco company would uot share the fate 
of the Standard Oil company were mis- 
taken. Yesterday the Supreme court pro- 
nounced it a combination in restraint of 
trade and monopoly. As a matter of fact 
it does about monopolize the tobacco man- 
ufacturing business, with the exception of 
cigars. 

The American Tobacco company was 
formed shortly before the passage of the 
anti-trust act. It issued its own stock in 
payment for the plants and other property 
of five competing concerns which had been 
manufacturing cigarets. In 1898 the Oon- 
tinental Tobacco company was formed and 
acquired the properties of competitors who 
were manufacturing plug tobacco. It paid 
for them in its own stock. In 1904\the 
American and Continental companies were 
merged into the American Tobacco com- 
pany. i 
Suit was begun against the company and 
its accessories and subordinate corporations 


| in the Circuit court in New York City. In 


November, 1908, the court held that the 
company was an illegal combination in re- 
straint of. interstate commerce. The three 
judges ‘who made up the majority of the 
court felt that, ae the decisions of the Su- 
preme court stood, any combination in any 
form which suppressed internal competition 
was an offense, and that the record showed 
such combination. 

It has been urged in behalf of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco company that it had not been 
built up by the methods which contributed 
to the success of the Standard, and that it 
had not fattened’ on rebates and resorted 
to other unfair means toe suppress competi- 
tion. These arguments availed nothing, 
The company must be dissolved. The lower 
court is directed to hear, the parties_to the 
suit for the purpose of determining upon 
some plan of dissolving the combination 
and recreating out of the elements now gom- 
posing it a new condition which shall be 
honestly in harmony with and not repug- 
nant to the law. The court is given six 
months to do it in, and two months more 
if needed. But if at the end of that time 
no settlement shall have been reached, the 
court must either enjoin “the movement 
of the products of the combination in the 
channels of interstate or foreign commerce ” 
or appoint a receiver to give effect to the 
requirements of the law. | 

This should be the end of the -great 
American Tobacco company. | 


AUTOS IN THE BUSINESS DISTRICT. 
* It seems to be the belief of many drivers 
of motor cars that the automobile law gives 
them an unqualified right to rush their ma- 
chines through the densely crowded busine*» 
district of Chicago at a speed of ten miles ap 
hour. They point to the law which reads 
“one mile in six minutes when passing 
through closely built up business portions 
of a city.”. | 

There is a proviso which they take np 
note of. It is that no motor car shall be 
driven at a speed greater than is reasonable, 
having regard to the traffic, or so as to en- 
danger the life or limb or injure the property 
of any person. So when a car runs over 
somebody the driver cannot excuse himse'f 
by saying that he was not going faster than 
ten miles an hour. As the Massachuseits 
Supreme court said the other day: “The 
real guestion in all these cases is whether 
the speed is greater than was reasonable an 
proper, haviilg regard to traffic, and the us+ 
of the way, and the safety of the public.” | 

Cars cannot be driven safely through 
the business district at a speed of ten milics 
an hour. They must crawl through it. 
When the crossing policeman gives the sig- 
nal to go ahead, drivers must wait until 
pedestrians have cleared the crossing. 
There must be none of the sudden spurts we 
pee so often now. 

The demand that the motor cars move 
slowly through the business district is not 
an unreasonable one. The area of the dis- 
trict is not great, while the streets that 
traverse it are crowded with street cars 
and are continually being crossed by throngs 
of pedestrians. It should not call for much 
self<ienial on the part of the drivers of 
motor cars to move at a snail’s pace through 
a few congested blocks. If they will not do 
it voluntarily, the police should make them. 
They can, if they choose, restrict them ts 
speed consistent with public safety, though 
it be only three miles an hour. 


DENEEN VERSUS ADKINS. 
Speaker Adkins is in an embarrassing 
position in his controversy with Gov. 
Deneen, and the fact that he does not-seerm 
to realize it takes nothing from the amuse- 
ment of persons who view it lightly or from 
the concern of persons who view it seriously. 
The charge against Adkins is that he 
misused his power as speaker.

As to matters relating to the election of 
Senator William Lorimer—a question raised 
by Mr. Adkins—all the information which 
can’ be uncovered will be welcomed. Mr. 
Adkins says a representative of the gov- 
ernor sought to secure his vote for the 
present junior senator from [llincis.

—a fair question, deserving a frank answer. 


A PRINCE OF LIBRETTISTS. 

Sir William Schwenck Gilbert, who is dead 
in London, deserves to be remembered lov- 
ingly by the English speaking race for hay- 
ing given to the stage an original form of 
entertainment. His satirical operettas, in 
that they were clean and depended upon the 
sense of words rather than upon costumes, 
scenery, or spectacular effects, may be said 
to justify this assertion. Coming as they 
did after a generation of unspeakable Eng- 
lish “ burlesque ” and the equivocal Brench 
opera bouffe, the Gilbert and Sullivan oper- 
ettas were like a breath of fresh country 
air blowing across the fetid atmosphere of 
the English stage. 

- The piquant and original humor bubbling 
through the lyrics and dialogue, the pricking 


icality of the situations, the facile rhymes, 
never failed to furnish delightful entertain- 
ment, wedded, as they were, to the music of 
Sullivan. These two men were born to 
work in collaboration. Each tried at times 
to work with others, but success only came 
when they worked together. Hach comple 
mented the other. Words and music re- 
sponded mutually, and it is impossible to 
think of Gilbert’s lyrics without recalling 
the airs which accompanied them. 

Beginning with “Cox and Box” and 
“ Trial by Jury,” these co-laborers produced 
a number of lighter works, but it was not 
until the appearance of “ Pinafore,” that 
immortal satire on grand opera and the 
British navy, that they sprang into world- 
wide prominence. From that day on they 
supplied the cleanest and most enjoyable 
form of musical entertainment in our time. 
Even now, thirty years from the date of 
their first popularity, revivals of these tune- 
ful operettas are safe managerial ventures. 
We have dwelt upon their wholesomeness. 
This undoubtedly was responsible for their 
drawing upon audiences who seldom, if 
ever before, had attended theatrical per- 
formances. SHE ARES 

Like his French contemporary, Halévy, 
Gilbert raised the work of the librettist al- 
most to the dignity of literature. From ano 
other opera book writer have so many quo- 
tations passed into the common speech. It 
has been complained that he and Sullivan 
repeated themselves. They did, but each 
renetition seemed better than the original 
idea. Their ingenuity in this was marvel- 
ous. There appeared to be no limit to the 
twists they could give toe quaint situation 
or a musical theme. 

Besides his work as a librettist, Gilbert 
achieved considerable success in serious 
drama, while his “ Bab Ballads,” in which 
are to be found the germs of some of his 
operettas, alone would have given him a 
place as a writer of humorous verse. He 
had no predecessor, and no one seems to have 
arisen to take his place.

But even should the Melbourne claimant 
establish priority to the rights of these co- 
heirs to the ancient barony of Dudley, now 
in abeyance, it would not affect in any way 
the retiring governor genera! of Australia’s 
earldom of Dudley, nor his viscounty of Ed- 
nam, nor his barony of Ward. 

Nor would it in any way affect the tenure 
of his large and extremely valuable estates, 
which include great mining interests. In 
fact, the best the claimant could hope to ob- 
tain would be the barony of Dudley. 

The story of the ancient barony of Dudley 
and of the more modern earldom of the 
game name is a curious one. The barony 
originally belonged to the Staffordshire house 
of Sutton, of Dudley castle, in the county of 
Stafford. 

The ninth of the Sutton barons, of Dud- 
ley was ‘a spendthrift, and having involved 
both himself and the family estates in heavy 
debt, he was obliged, in order to extricate 
them, to bestow the hand of his granddaugh- 
ter and heiress, Franoes Sutton, upon Hum- 
ble Ward, son of "William Ward, a very 
wealthy goldsmith in London and jeweler to 
Queen Henrietta, co of Charles I. 

William Ward gave the peculiar Christian 
name of Humble to his only son in order 
to propitiate Oliver Cromwell and his 
Roundheads, being in fear of the confisca- 
tion of his property, by reason of his for- 
mer connection with the reigning house, and 
the Christian name of Humble has been 
retained by his descendants ever since.

Sutton [who had inherited her grandfather's 
barony of Dudley, which was a barony by 
writ], abandoned Puritanism on the restora- 
tion and was first knighted by Charles IL, 
and subsequently elevated to the peerage as 
Baron Ward of Birmingham in the county 
of Warwick, 3 

Me had two sons, Edward and William. 
Edward succeeded his father as second Baron 
Ward, and his brother as eleventh Baron 
Dudley, and was succeeded by his eldest 
grandson, Edward, by the latter's posthu- 
mous son of the same name, and then by 
his own second son, William, who became 
fourteenth Baron Dudley and hifth Baron 
Ward. 

He died unmarried, and the barony of 
Dudley thereupon fell into abeyance between 
his sisters, and still continues in abeyance 
among their numerous descendants, while 
the barony of Ward went to the grandson 
of the younger son of the first Lord Ward, 
who succeeded as sixth baron, and was 
created by George III. in 1763 Viscount Dud- 
ley. 

His grandson, the fourth Viscount Dud- 
ley and ninth Baron Ward, was advanced 
by King George IV. in 1827 to the earldom 
of Dudley of Dudiey castle, besides being, 
in addition thereto, created Viscount Ednam, 


~~s- 

Inasmuch as a considerable amount of ig- 
norance prevails, even in England, as to 
just what is meant by “ abeyance,” it may 
be well to explain these abeyances are re- 
stricted to the ancient English baronies by 
writ, and owe their origin to the fact that 
in olden times the sovereign depended upon 
the baron to attend him in the wars at the 
head of his retainers. 

Since women were unable to fulfill this 
important duty, the monarch as a rule pre- 
ferred to wait, in the case of a baron who 
had left no son, until one or another of 
the daughters or sisters had a son or a 
grandson, who was qualified to fulfill the 
military duties of a baronoftherealm. Thig 
is why formerly the crown frequently ig- 
nored the elder daughter of a peer, more 
especially if her progeny were restricted to 
girls, und terminated the abeyance in fa- 
vor of the gon of one of her younger ails- 
ters. 

As stated above, this question of abeyance 
is confined exclusively to the ancient. Png- 
lish baronies by writ, in which case alone 
feminine primogeniture counts for nothing, 
although it determines the succession of the 
British crown and also all of the older Scot- 
tish peerages, which descend in the female 
line. In fact, where feminine primogeniture 
exists, there can be no abeyance. ; 

_ . ; 

There are peerages which have been in 
abeyance for centuries, such as, for instance, . 
the old Sutton barony of Dudley of Dudley 
castle; while that of Camoys, now owned by 
the young peer who was in this country last 
spring to attend the wedding of his friend, 
Lord Decies, to Miss Vivien Gould, the 
daughter of George J. Gould of New York, 
was in abeyance from 1426 until 1839. 

The barony by writ only falle into abey- 
ance if there are several daughters or gey- 
eral sisters. If there is only one, she suc- 
ceeds directly. . 

The abeyances are terminated in the fob 
lowing fashion: If there is one person who 
through successive deaths ends by repre-. 
genting the claims of the various daughters 
or sistera, or of all their descendants, he 
can claim from the crown the termination 
of the abeyance, as a matter of right. | 

Or else the sovereign can, at any moment 
he chooses, bring the abeyance to a close 
by issuing a patent, vesting the honors fa 
one or another of the daughters or sisters, 
or of their heirs, without regard to primo- 
geniture, just es he may happen to see ft. 
In almost every case, however, such as

‘Bain Outs Touring Parties. 

Had it not been for the recent raine and 
the genera] tone of the weather it is likely

the day, confident of being able to make

Reason >for Rehearsal. 

To prevent, if possible, the opening of the 
race with a tragedy, the rehearse! of joday 
was held. The problem of starting the cars 
without accident was one of the knottiest 
that has faced the management. It was 
feared that they would pile up in a terrible 
jam before turning the first curve, as the 
smoke produced as they stand waiting for 
the word forms a fog through which one 
can hardly see across the narrow track. 

It has been decided to line the autos up five 
abreast, the rows 100 feet apart. At the 
head of them will bee starter’s car. Five 
bombs will be sent up in the air, and at the 
fifth they will all start slowly behind the 
leader, keeping their alignment. This align- 
ment will be kept and the speed gradually 
increased to fifty miles an hour es they make 
the first lap. As the starter’s car ends that 
lap another bomb will be fired, an American 
flag thrown over the track, and the race 
will be on. 


Smoke May Blow Away.

Motto—Driver Tells of the Daily 
Regime, 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 29.—[Special.]— 
Farmhouses in the country round about In- 
dianapolis have been pressed into service 
as training camps for automobile speed 
demons. Managers of these kings of the 
straightaway and the speedway long ago dis- 
covered that metropolitan centers were not 
conducive to the best condition of heajth In 
their charges. During recent years it hes 
been th practice of car drivers to put up 
at hdspitable farm homes during the season 
preparatory to the race 

Many of the drivers, their mechenicians 
managers, and crew arrived three weeks ago 

and went into training for tomorrow's big 
event. | 

Not one driver out of ten fs domiciled in a 
downtown hotel. Some are out ae far as ten 
miles from the heart of the city. The popu- 

_lar farm houses are those lying within a 
radius of five miles of the speedway, which 
itself le about seven miles northwest of the 
city. Some of the famous racing men have 
been in the city only once or twice a week. 

The early hours of the morning have been 
the popular workout seasons. Several days 
the great.cars have been heard whizzing 
about the inclosed speedway a few minutes 
after sunrise An hour after sunset has 
often found many of the famous drivers In 
bed. 

* I find I am in the best condition if I go to 
bed eariy,’’ said David Bruce-Brown. “I go 
out to the little farm house where we have 
been staying and slip down tothecreek. The 
water runs clear and cold there. Matson and 
I plunge in, and it is the most refreshing 
thing that happens to us all day.

Keen judgment of distance and quickness of 
eye will be the main easentials in success in 
tomorrow’s races on the speed way. Probably 
never since eutomobile racing took such @ 
firm hold on the public will the drivers be 
compelled to keep their minds more intently 
on the race, ag the least hesitation or inde- 
cision is Hkely to result in a sertous ac- 
cident. Not only will the pilote be compeled 
to keep at top notch mental tension, but the 
mechanicians will have nearly as much to do 
with the avoidance of Injuries and fatalities. 

The mechanicians will have to be continu- 
ally looking back in order to give another 
car a chance to pass or warn his own driver 
of the approach of a competitor, so that 
tight places may be avoided. With. over 
forty of the fastest cars in the race, driven 
by the world’s premier pilots, it is only nat- 
ural thet utmost precaution must be taken by 
those in charge of the cars. In many respects 
tomorrow’s race reminds one of a football 
game. After the cars have gone the first lap 
at a forty mile an hour clip a bomb will be 
exploded and from the scrimmage some car 
is going to shoot out fn the lead, with others 
following in hot pursuit. 


Course Crowded at Start. 

Drivers of cars which start in the rear 
will not have a chance to get up toward the 
front during the early stages, as the inter- 
ference of the cars in front will prevent them 
from weeding their way through. In foot- 
bell many games are won by. clever head 
work, and the driver in tomorrow’s classic 
who can figure the distance between him- 
self and a leading car and judge the speed of 
ears so that he can make a dash for an open 
ing when the occasion arises, is the one who 
must be counted upon to finish close up in 
the long grind. 

In other respects this event resembles a 
Marathon race in which a steady plugge¢r 
keeps going on, never faltering, never stop- 
ping for a rubdown or a drink of water. 
He is not discouraged when others pass him.

In order to get into 
fast company he switched and since then he 
has more than held his own. At Elgin last 
summer he was third in The Elgin National 
and fourth in the Tilinols cup. He won the 
Algonquin hill climb cup, which he still 
holds, and on the Indianapolis speedway he 
captured several bigievents. Manager of the 
Falcar racing team, he answered an eleventh 
hour call to drive an Amplex in the big race, 

EDDIE HBARNE—Another Chtagoan is 
Hearne. in the same class with Bruce Brown, 
Braga, Wishart, and Greiner so far as money 
is concerned. Hearne took up racing three 
vears ago when he drove a Buick in the light 
car race at Savannah.

PHONOGRAPHS TO BE USED. 


Will Preserve Story of Contest; Elec. 
trical Scoring Device Feature. 


Indianapols, Ind., May 29.—[Special.J— 
Never in the history of racing have more 
elaborate plans for timing, scoring, check- 
ing, and announcing been laid than those 
arranged forthe great automobile race at 
the speedway here. Experts have been at 
work for several months devising new 
schemes to keep tab on the flying automo- 
biles as they cover lap after lap of the race. 
So far as preparation goes, the race cannot 
fail to be one of the greatest since history 
of speed began to be written. 

There will be approximately 2,000 persons 
on the speedway grounds during the con- 
test who have been employed to aid in the 
task of chronicling the features of the 600 
mile dash. These include the accessory 
teame, guards, scorers, timers, and all the 
officials, as well as the squads of newspaper 
men. 

The exact time of every car in this long 
race will be caught every te1 miles by the 
Warner horograph. an electrical device in- 
vented by Charles H. Warner of Beloit. Wis. 
It records the time of each car on a tape to 
the hundredth part of a second. 


Adding Machines Will Be Used. 

The most perfect and intricate scoring sys- 
tem ever devised is to be used. Four adding 
machines will be operated by experts cap- 
able of recording the passing of eighty carsa 
minute. 

For the first time in history the entire story 
of the race will be told by phonographs after 
the race is over. Two dictaphones, the ma- 
chines ordinarily used in business offices for 
correspondence work, are to be operated by 
a staff of experts. More than ten dozen 
dictaphone records will be ready for this task, 
and they will be numbered consecutively, so 
that the story of the race may be preserved 
in proper sequence and used by future gen- 
erations. 

There are four scoreboards on the speed- 
way, located so that every spectator in all of 
the stands may have a clear yiew of them. 
The upper tier of figures on the short boards 
at the top indicates the positions up to ten. 
Immediately below these are the numbers of 
the cars which occupy the positions indi- 
cated by the numbers directly above. inthe 
third tier from the top appears the number 
of miles traveled by the leading car, and the 
time of that car in hours, minutes, seconds, 
and hundredth parts of a second. 


100 Men Operate Scoreboards, 

By referring to the entry number in the 
program the spectator can tel! the names of 
the cars and the drivers in the leading po- 
gitions. There are about 500 lineal feet 
ef score boards on the ground and 100 men 
are required to operate them, These boards 
are absolutely correct, up to the minute, as 
they are tantly checked by telepbone 
from ing and scoring stand.

“The important part the pitmen play ina 
big contest is too eften lost sight of by those 
who give credit to the drive alone for the 
winning of a contest,”’ said one of the racing 
team managers at the speedway. ‘“The men 
in the pits must be as experienced as the 
driver of the car or the mechanic who as- 
sists him. They must know every signal of 
the driver and his mechanician as they flash 
by the pits at high speed and must be ready 
and waiting for every emergency. Tire 
changes and time saving stops for fuel and 
oil must be anticipated as well as prepared 
for. 

‘The seconds saved by an intelligent pit 
attendant count largely in the successful! 
result of a race. The pit forces are trained 
earefully for every emergency. Tires, sup- 
plies of fuel and oll, and a complete stock 
of extra parts are kept in readiness wihtether 
any cal] is made for them or not. 

“The driver signals the pit just what he 
imagines his trouble to be and when he comes 
around ke is able to lay his hands on the 
things he needs to correct the difficulty. This 
codéperation of the pit me@ with thé drivers 
and mechanics is possible Only after con- 
tinued racing experience and-is one reason 
why the experienced racing crew has every 
advantage over one that is participating in 
its first contest.”’

Want to Be Assured Fatalities 
Can Be Avoided; Indiana 
Track Cost $750,000. 


Chicago is vitally interested in the big600 
gile race at Indianapolis today, in that it 
largely depends upon the success of the ven- 
ture whether or not a speedway is to be con- 
tructed in or about Chicago im the course 
of the next year. 

Among those who went to the Hoosier 


, Metropolis last night were several represen- 


tative business men who have been talking a 
Chicago speedway for the last year and who 
are making the trip solely to see for them- 
selves just what sort of a proposition the 
Indianapolis venture is, how the crowds are 
bandied, the equipment of the plant, and to 
@et an ideavf just what should be done if 
Chicago embarked in the game. 

Before they went the Chicagoans were 
eatisfied ag to the financial prospects of such 
a track. That Indianapolis could sell $50,000 
worth of reserved seats a week before the 
race was evidence enough for them as to how 
the public likes motor racing of this sort.. But 
before committing themselves in the matter 
they want to see whether such a big field can 
be handled without accidents. As they size 
it up, if the race is run without any fatalities, 
then they can come home and make their 
plans for building a big track here. If one or 
more men are killed in the race, then they 
say, it will be advisable to think twice before 
going into the proposition. 


$750,000 Invested in Speedway. 
Indianapolis, however, is well satisfied with 
tts speedway. It represents an investment 
of more than $750,000, and had it not been for 
the sportsmanship of four of the Indianapolis 
eltizens the track never would have been 


.* Built... Carl G. Fisher, F. H. Wheeler, J. A. 
* Allison, and A. C. Newby are the men who 
' Q@nanced the proposition. All four men have 


made fortunes out of the automobile busi- 


. pess—Fisher and Allison selling gas tanks, 


Wheeler making carbureters, and Newby 
building cars. They started on a modest

. Mecessary to spend $500,000 more to remedy 


the mistakes in construction. 

In that first meet Billy Bourque of the 
Knox team and his mechanic, Holcombe, 
were killed on the second day through en 
accident on the home stretch. The closing 
day of the meet, In the famous Schebler cup 
sace, Charley Merz in the National ran off 


' the track on the first turn; crashing into a 


crowd of spectators who hed foolishly refused 
to keep within the safety zone. Two ofthese 
epectators were killed, as was Kellum, Merz's 
mechanic. 


Accidents Due to Ruts. 

Both these accidents were atcribed to the 
condition of the track. The macadam sur- 
face was deeply rutted by the racing and 
the track was not as good es the ordinary 
country road. Fisher, Allison, Wheeler, and 
Newby were courageous, however. They 
determined to rectify the mistakes, even if 
it cost them a fortune. 

They shut up the track for the rest of the 
summer and set about putting on a brick 


. g@urface, a tedious job, which kept the plant 
ftéle unt @ year ago today, when the first 


meet was held. Another meet was held in 
Jilly and a third ome in September. In addi- 
tion, an aviation meet was held last sum- 
mer, all of them proving paying invest- 


{ mente. 


Only one fatality has occurred since that 
first summer, and that wes not during a race 
meet. On July 5, the day after the running 
of the Cobe cup race, Tom Kincade of the 
National team was kilied while training on 
the track. No one knows to this day what 
caused the accident. 


Spectators Well Guarded. 

If there are any accidents today it is al- 
most certain that no spectators will be in- 
jured because of the precautions the maa- 
@gement has taken to safeguard its patrons. 
Only the racing drivers and their cars are 
allowed on the track and only a few of the 
officials can get on the speedway proper. 
The stands are al) back from the track, so 
that, if a car does ruin amuck, it will have 
hard work getting to the stands. On the 
turns are high protecting walis of cement 
to keep a car from leaving the track. 

The practicability of this wall has been 
Gemonstrated already. In recent practice 
four or five cars hit this bank and no one

FOR TODAY’S AUTO CONTEST. 


Indianapolis Race Will Be. First of Its 
Kind Which Ever Has Been Held in 
This Country. 


The big race at Indianapolis today will be 
the longest speed: motoring contest ever held 
in this country, outside of a twenty-four hour 
event, so it will be hard to draw comparisons 
in the way of records. 

It hardly would be fair to base these com- 
parisons on American twenty-four hour per- 
forniances, for most of these long races have 
beem on ordinary dirt one mile tracks, there- 
fore, one bas to turn to England and study 
the record tables tQtere, 

About the only thing discovered ie the 
twenty-four hour drive made by 8S, F. Edge 
in a Napier. That was a trial against time 
and not a competition. The figures show 
that in the first hour Hdge covered 70 miles 
120 yards; in the second hour, 140 miles 1,320 
yards; third, 207 miles 800 yards; four, 271 
miles 1,160 yards; five, 842 miles 1,850 yards; 
six, 407 miles 60 yards; seven, 474 miles 360 
yards, and eight, 537 miles 1,210 yards. 

It is figured that the race today will require 
about eight hours to run, but it seems more 
than likely this will be cut, for it seems mbre 
than probable the winner will average’ at 
least seventy miles an hour, which would 
beat Edge’s time, for hie average for the 
twenty-four hour race was 65.9 miles aa 
hour. 

The English have on their books @ record 
for 300 miles which stands at 8:80:17, made 
by A. Smithina Thames six. This will stand 
a lot of beating; for it means an average of 
85.60 miles an hour, « pace which hardly 
will be équaled today.

Lorimer was elected by fraud and cor- 
ruption, but whether there shall be a fur- 
ther investigation of the question as to 
how he waselected. It is hardly necessary 
for me to engage in any argument to show 
that there should be a further Investigation. 
There can be nothing of greater importance 
in the senate than a question of the right 
of a man who is sitting here and exercising 
the privileges of a ‘senator. The right of 
Mr. Lorimer to a seat here should be in- 
vestigated, not only thoroughly, but prompt- 
ly. Ther lution which I introduced had 
that purpose in view. 

The fact that there should be an inves- 
tigation being established, the next ques- 
tion is what sort of an investigation we 
should: have. ©The investigation should be 
promptly undertaken; it should be diligently

- All the testimony taken and the conclu- 


sions of the committee which makes the tn- 
vestigation should be reported to the sen- 
ate at the earliest possible moment. 

- There is occasion for the utmost dispatch 
in an investigation of this sort because 
the senator from Illinols should not remain 
here tn his seat and exercise a voice in the 
determination of great public questions un- 
less he has been thoroughly and justly and 
legally and lawfully elected. The dignity 
and the honor of the senate is involved. 


Differs Little from La Follette. 
The light should be turned on, every ave- 
nue of suspicion should be followed out, 
We should have a committee diligent, able, 
and earnest. The objective point of the 
senator from Wisconsin and myself is one 
and the same. The only difference be- 


tween the senator from Wisconsin and my- 


self in this matter—if there be any serious 
difference between us—is as to the agency 
‘through which this investigation shail be 
made. 

The senator from Wisconsin, as I under- 
stand, proposes to modify his resolution so as 
to provide that the senate shall proceed 
to elect-a committee to make this investi- 
gation.

Bias in Any Committee. 

We cannot get a committee without some

can we come as near as possible to obtain- 
ing a fair and impartial committee to make 
this investigation. 

The standing committee on privileges and 
@ections, as it is mow constituted in the 
senate, so far as the new members of the 
committee are concerned, wag created, I am 
sure, without any reference whatever to 
this case and before the question of reopen-

Let us put it up to the committee on privi- 
leges and elections; let us place the respon-

I agree 
that when the fpstimons finally comes to 
the serfate, then We must take the evidence 
and subject it to that scrutiny and subject it 
to those tests which the long experience of 
civilized mankind hag ordeined in order to 
ascertain the truth. :

Poindexter Asks Fair Trial. 
SENATOR POINDEXTER—There ts a 


-great case here to be tried; it is to be tried | 


by the senate of the United States, Nobody 
ever heard of a case being tried by a jury 
alone without some other functionary of the 
tribunal nor by a judge alone. So, if the 
_resq@lution. introduced by the senator from

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| Society, 
Arden Shore Encampment 
to Give Kermiss-F ete. 


RDEN SHORE, the newly adopted nantfe 
for the former Gads Hill encampment 
up on the north shore, is to give the 
summer calendar its biggest event. 
Arden shore is to be the beneficiary 
and the entertainment is to be a kirmess- féte, 
which probably will be given in Ravinia park 
in late June or early July. The date for the 
affair will not be decided until the arrival 
of Miss Lila Stewart of New York, now in Sana 
Francisco, who is to be tue manager. 

Miss Stewart ia remembered as the manager 
of the kirmess of five years ago, when the re- 
ceipts were more than $40,000. The change in 
the name of the encampment, which had be- 
come so well known to Chicageans as Gads 
Hill, is due to the confusion arising from the 
existence of another Organization of similar 
pame but not affiliation—Gads Hill center. 

With the change of name and prompted by 
the distress caused by the intense heat of the 
early summer, the board of directors of Arden 
shore has increased the activities of the or- 
ganization. Last year 3,200 outings were ar- 
ranged during the summer, an average of 600 
people weekly from the congested districts 
finding a vacation at the encampment where 
they had the advantages of both lake and 
woods. It is the nope of those in charge to 
gather together sufficient funds to increase 
even this record number during the coming 
summer. 

> 

The twenty-three wooded acres owned by 
the Arden Shore asseciation runs along the 
lake, near the new naval station. When Mrs. 
F. R. McMuyllin, as president, engineered the 
purchase of the land three years ago a protest 
arose from some of the north shore citizens 
over “making a poor farm on valuable lake 
bordered land” 

Mrs. McMullin had her co-workers, however, 
contended that the lake belonged to the poor 
of the eity as well as toe those more favored 
financially and the camp was established. A 
good natural beach has been made safer by 
means of ropes about the danger zones and a 
leng pier has been built out from the grounds. 

Recently two offers of purchase have been 
made to the association. One gives a bonus of 
forty acres of land on the Desplaines river and 
an increase of $5,000 over the purchase price 
of three years ago, and the other an increase 
of $1,000 and a bonus of 140 acres of inland 
ground. It ts reported that a syndicate is 
buying the land a.ong the shore. But the 
women have cleared the encampment of incum- 
brance in the three years and they still con- 
tend that two weeks of the lake is worth 
many more weeks of plain country to those to 
whom the lake is 4 luxury.

1900, he passed away.’ Less than five months 
later D’Oyly Carte fellowed him into the un- 
known, and yesterday the last of the three 
men who gave the Anglo-Saxon peoples 4 
comic opera of their own and . virtually 
founded a “school,” passed behind the veil and 
joined his‘ fellows, 

Each of the three had been an invalid for 
months and te each death came as a release 
from suffering. 

“It is convenient to ‘label’ another, and I 
am labeled ‘cynieal Ibrettist.'” This was 
the remark made by Sir William 8. Giibert to 
@ newspaper writer, and it is safe to say that 
it is as a “cynical Ifbrettist” the gifted Eng- 
lishman will be longest and most generally 
remembered, 

His dramas, burlesques, verses, and iilus- 

trations discover much of the cleverness and 
wit that distinguished him, but it ts in his 
librettos that he made his most striking de- 
rarture from the then existent, and it is by them 
that he exerted the greatest influence upon 
hig contemporaries and successors. 
“Until 1877, when Gilbert and Sullivan at 
D'Oyly Carte’s suggestion, wrote “The Sor- 
cerer,” England and America had been de- 
pendent almost entirely upon France and Aus, 
tria for their lUght opera entertainment. 
Adaptations from the French of Offenbach, 
Planquette, Lecocg, and others were the chief 
material used, the works of Strauss, Milléicker, 
and Suppé being then but in the commence- 
ment of their invasion of Great Britain and 
the United States, 

Gilbert, however, beginning with “ Pinafore,” 
which replaced “The Sorcerer” at the Opéra 
Comique May 26, 1878, first gave light opera 
a new subject—that of the satirizing of politi- 
cal and social conditions. The vein he had 
struck proved a rich one and he worked it 
throughout the next decadeeto the profit of 
his colleagues and himself and to the unmis- 
takable benefit of light opera in England and 
America. 

Gifted with a keen sense for the rhythmic 
use ef words, he expressed his wit fn a lan- 
guage that oneé heard could not be forgotten 
-—it chattered and pattered its way through 
one’s memory in season and out of season.

There was no escaping it, and his contem- 
poraries, caught In its mesh, could not have 
avoilaed imitation even had they desired to do 
so—which they didn’t. His verses became 
the model for al] light opera lyrics, and al- 
though we haye suffered much from his suc- 
cessorg, yet even to avoid that suffering we 
would not willingly dispense with the original. 

William 8. Gilbert, who was knighted by 
King Edward in 1907, was born in London 
Nev, 18, 1836, was educated privately at Great 
Ealing and at King’s college, and it was 
planned that he should go to Oxford, The 
.Crimean war was at its height when he was 
19, and commissions in the Royal Artillery 
being thrown open to competitive examina- 
tion, he abandoned all thought of Oxford, took 
his B, A, degree at the University of London, 
and began to prepare for his examinations. 

The war came to a rather sudden end, how- 
ever, and no more officers being required, the 
examinations were indefinitely postponed. 

As Sir William once said, “ Among the bles- 
sings of peace, may be reckoned certain come- 
dies, operas, farces, and extravaganzas which, 
if the war had lasted another six weeks. 
would, in all probability, never have been

“Trial by Jury” was the next joint produc- 
tion of Gilbert and Sullivan, but it was not 
written until 1875, the three years intervening 
between it and “ Thespis"’ having been devoted 
by Gilbert to the writing of comedies, among 
which “Charity,” played with success by Wil- 
son Barrett, proved the best. 

“Trial by Jury” found instant favor on its 
presentation at the Royalty theater, and the 
success it achieved induced D’Oyly Carte to 
cOmmission the collaborators to write “The 
Sorgerer,” which ran for six months, and-was 
withdrawn only to give place to “ Pfnefore.” 
which held the boards for two years at the 
Opera Comique in London and was received 
ae unbounded enthusiasm throughout Amer- 
ca. 

So great, in fact, was the favor it found in 
this country that in 1879 both Gilbert and 
Sullivan came to New York, remaining there 
several months to protect their rights to “ Pin- 
afore” and producing while there “ Pirates of 
Penzance.” The latter enjoyed a year’s run in 
London. 

Then the Estheticism craze being at its 
height, Gilbert satirized it in ” Patience,” which 
work placed him, Sir Arthur Sullivan, and Mr. 
D'Oyly Carte upon the high wave of pros- 
perity and enabled them to build the savoy 
theater and make it the permanent home of 
the Gilbert and Sullivan operas. “ Yolanthe” 
first saw the footlights there, late in 1882. and 
“ Brincess Ida” appeared in January, 1884, and 
ran until March, 1885, when “Mikado” was 
produced and proved the masterpiece among 
the Gilbert and fullivan masterpieces. 

Its ifbretto is the cleverest in conceit ana in 
word that Sir William ever penned and the 
unprecedented popularity and favor the work 
enjoyed not only throughout Great Britain and 
the United States but in Germany ag well have 
been due fully aa much to the exceptionally 
brilliant text ef Gilbert as te the tuneful, mas- 
terly music of Sulliven.

POPE DEPLORES 
PORTUGAL'S ACTS 


Encyclical Addressed to Bish- 
ops Says Republic Opposes 
Catholics. 


CITES MANY INCIDENTS. 


People of Church Denied Even 
Liberties, Says Paper from 
° the Vatican. 


_ ROME, May 29.—An encyclical addressed 
by Pope Pius to the Roman Catholic bishops 
throughout the world, strongly deploring the 
anti-religious attitude of the government of 
the Portuguese republic, was aoe at the 
vatican today. 

The ency elical deals with the violent ex- 
pulsion of religious prders from Portugal; 
the suppression of church holidays, religious 
oaths, and religious teaching; the introduc- 
tiom of divorce laws; the arbitrary deposition 
of the bishops of Oporto and Beja, and finally 
the law separating church and state. 


Catholics Denied Liberties, 

The holy see, the encyclical says, has been 
patient up to now, but cannot longer keep 
silent, as the law of separation denies to 
Catholic citizens even common liberties. 

Such a law, the encyclical asserts, is a 
spoliation of material goods, and a tyrannical 
oppression in ‘spiritual affairs. Man is de- 
prived forever of a fixed church in which to 
worship; the law even violates the will of 
testators. 

Ecclesiastics, the encyclical declares fur- 
ther, are excluded by the law from organi- 
gations of cult. 

Protests Aid to Rebels. 

It prohibits the publication of ecclesiastical 
acts; it forbids religious emblems; it en- 
courages rebellion and the corruption of the 
clergy, pensioning those who have been pun- 
ished by bishops or those living with women. 

The law aims to detach the Portuguese 
church from Rome, the encyclical says in 
conclusion, and therefore the pope condemns 
it as nulh it having no value against the in- 
violable rights of the church,

“The mention of God has gone out of 
fashion. You never hear about God now in 
parliament and only occasionally in the law 
courts. Thé people are governed by a system 
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of idolatry. The clergymen, the judges, and 
the king are idols, who generally have to be 
given enough money to dress better than 
other people. . 

“ The king cannot impose upon me. I know 
that the king is merely a man, but scarcely 
any one else in England seems to know it. 
When Darwin came along with the theory of 
natural selection, people jumped at it and 
kicked God out of the window.”

Raymond Unwin of London, famous de- 
signer and builder of model cities, Paid sev- 
erat compliments t6 Chicago yesterday; 
after @ whirlwind tour of inspection in an 
automebile. 

The noted Englishman spoke. before the 
City club at a luncheon after finishing his 
trip, and told his audience of mew and fa- 
vorable impressions gained of Chicago. 

“We on the other side,” he said, “ hear 
only the unfavorable things about Chicago— 
its smoke and its smells.

‘DARKNESS AID TO CRIME’ 


Vehicles Said to Have Been Sub- 
jected to Danger at Night 
in Covered Passages. 


Orders for the inetaliation of 11,962 m- 
candescent lamps for the lighting of streets 
and sidewalks under railroad viaducte 
throtgheut Chicago were issued yesterday. 

Commissioner McGann of the public works 
department wrote to each rafjroad éntering 
the city that wherever these passageways, 
known as subways, are under their tracks 
they miust be illuminated at night for the 
protection of the, public. ae 

City Blectrician Carroll estimated that one 
sixteen candlepower ineandéescenf lamp 
should be installed for every 400 square 
feet of space under each viaduet, and a list 
of its subways with the number of lights 
required for lighting it wae sent to each cor- 
pany. . 

Each Viaduct Needs About 25 Lights. 

There are 485 viaducts over public streets 
and sidewalks in thé city and the average 
numbér of lamps required In each is about

Beaumont Ahead of Garrios at 
Nice by Small Margin.

BIG PRIZE FOR THE LEADER 


Event One-third. Over and $21,600 


Already Won; Crowds Greet Airmen. 


NICE, France. May 29.—Anére Beaumont 
and Roland Garros are the center of interest 
in a spirited struggle for the great prize 
which goes to the winner of the aviation race 
from Paris te Turin. Luck deserted the 
aviators, who did not get beyond Nice, the 
first stage of the 1,200 milejourney. — 

' Garrog was first to cross the line yesterday. 
Beaumont followed closely and passed his 
rival, reaching Avignon first. Their time for 
the 401 miles was 12:45:00 and 13:35:00. - Ad- 
verse weather conditions and minor mishaps 
prevented a repetition of this brilliant flight. 
They succeeded in covering only 220 kilo- 
meters (136 miles). 

Beaumont’ in the Lead. 

Beaumont still retained the leaa when Nice 

was reached, but Garros came sailing in a 


stidrt time aftérwards Misfortune again had 
overtaken him or he might have béen first to re- 


' céive the plaudits of the crowds at the aérodrome.

Beaumont had been compelied to descend at one 
of the small towns on the way to Nice, and while 
engaged in refitting his tanks Garros passed over. 


Beaumont advised of this, and leaping into his 
machine set off at a swift pace in a blinding rain- 
storm.

Beaumont rose to a great height over the sea 
and literally dropped from the clouds into Nice at 
7:20 o'clock in the evening. He was followed haif 
an hour later by Garros. Both hope to start for 
Rome early tomorrow.
